Nationalism, Good And Bad 


If nationalism is destroyed, mankind will be reduced to a helplessly dead 
level, declared Dr, A. N, Whitehead, of Harvard, representing the British 
Academy at the Royal Society of Canada meeting in Ottawa. Dr. H. M. 
Tory, president of the National Research Council of Canada, and former 
president of the University of Alberta, supplemented this declaration by 
Saying: “No nation has qualified to take its place in the international arena 
until it has firmly established itself,on national grounds, Canada has men of 
It is up to us to provide them with the opportunity.” 


They are quite right, comments the Border Cities Star, if they are 


Speaking of nationalism in the sense of a strong but sensible national pride,. 


which impels scientists and statesmen to achieve greater things than their 
colleagues in other countries, so that mankind as a whole may benefit, and 
glory redound to the nation which originates the discoveries or the measure 
of progress. And it is to such a type of nationalism that one may readily 
believe men like Dr. Whitehead and Dr. Tory refer. 

But there is another sort of nationalism. Tt is ruining nations; it is 
stifling mankind. It has brought about the present depression. It is causing 
unemployment, ruin and suffering. It is heading this war-scarred old 
world inevitably toward a grimmer conflict than any in history; a conflict 
Which, unless it is avoided, may witness the destruction of civilization as we 
know it. 

It is that kind of nationalism which ts based in a false conception of 
racial superiority, where one people look down ‘pon other peoples, where 
racial color lines are drawn, where differences in language and religion are 
emphasized to the supposed advantage of one group of people over other 
groups. Nationalism founded in false pride and pretensions, based upon 
purely selfish considerations and an utter disregard of all other peoples and 
nations, nationalism which would seek glory and aggrandizement for itself 
at the expense of all others, does not qualify any nation for a place in the 
international arena, does not lift a nation above other nations, does not raise 
mankind to a higher level, but reduces all to a lower level and takes the 
glory that should be in life out of it. 

When, following the Great War, the League of Nations was brought 
into being, it had for its object the uplifting of all nations, the development 
in action of a brotherhood of mankind. In keeping with that aspiration the 
Peace Treaty made provision for the self-determination of races and nations, 
It provided for a larger liberty for oppressed minorities, and for the world 
as a whole. But, unfortunately, these newly created smaller nations, as well 
as many of the older nations, became imbued with the idea that they must 
first and foremost establish and develop a strong national spirit and con- 
sciousness, and this found expression in that narrow form of nationalism to 
which reference has been made. ts 

This narrow nationalism fostered suspicions of other nations, was built 


and thrived upon fear of others. It impelled nations, not to remove existing | 


barriers to international intercourse, hut to eyect new and even more insur- 
mountable barriers. 


ments the world over to spend and spend madly without due regard to the 
national income or even of the economic and financial capacities of all 
nations combined. 

Thus narrow nationalism developed at the outset at such a rate and to 
such an extent that it largely smothered the League of Nations ideal of a 
true internationalism founded upon a sane nationalism which only desired 
such. glory and power for itself as grew out of the fact that it was making a 
larger and finer contribution to mankind at large than other nations were 
making. 

Until this narrow nationalistic spirit is destroyed there can be no per- 
manent peace, progress and prosperity in the world. In its destruction lies 
the only hope for mankind.

Sun Spots and Rain 


Plenty Of Moisture For Western Grain 
Fields Is Predicted 

Western Canada may expect fairly 
generous rains for sdme time to 
come if sun-spot data collected by the 
Dominion. Observatory runs true to 
form. According to observatory offi- 
clals, Canada {s now approaching a 
“gun-spot period,” which should pro- 
duce plenty of moisture for the west- 
ern grain fields. 

The effect of sun-spots, it was ex- 
plained, is to increase the rainfall 
over a long period. 

A sun-spot period lasts for 11 to 
11% years. This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 
for a short period, but rather that 
over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the sun- 
spots are not in evidence. 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots. , 

To begin with, in the absence of ac- 
curate world data, scientists were un- 
willing to agree that the rainfall over 
the world has been’ exceptionally 
heavy. 

While precipitation has been great 
in certain countries, it was not so in 
others. 

Certain parts of Canada, for in- 
stance, had been exceptionally dry 
during May, while others had expert- 
enced generous rains, 

Officials made it clear that a few 
weeks’ heavy rain cannot be explain- 
ed by sun-spots. Their effect is over 
a much bonger period.

“If we cannot carry things beyond 
the range of other people there is no 
justification for our existence,” Dr. 
Newton declared in outlining the pro- 
jected program of his division. Stud- 
ies in agriculture to be undertaken in 
the new laboratories are to be fun- 
damental in character and of such a 
nature that they cannot be undertak- 
/en elsewhere in Canada. 


| Referring to Canada’s most import- 
ant agricultural product, wheat, and

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Standard Time And Time Zones 
Established Throughout Canada 
From Atlantic To Pacific Coast 


The faster means of transportation 
and communication made possible in 
recent years by the aeroplane, the 
motor car, the radio, and wireless 
telegraphy, together with the greater 
interest thus developed in affairs in 
distant places, have made necessary 
& much more developed knowledge of 
corresponding times and related mat- 
ters. Many questions relating to 
standard time are referred to the Do- 
minion Observatory of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. In order to meet 
this popular demand for time in- 
formation the Department has had 
prepared and printed a small pamph- 


let entitled “Standard Time and Time | 


Zones in Canada.” 

Everyone knows the meaning of the 
expression “standard time” but few 
in the present generation are aware 
that the adoption of standard time 


zones was due to the efforts of that 
eminent Canadian, Sir Sanford Flem-}| 
ing. From 1878 he had been advocat- | 


ing the use, throughout the world, of 
standard time zones. At a world con- 
ference held at Washington in 1884 
his suggestions were adopted and it 
was agreed to urge all countries to 
use standard time zones. Almost all 
large countries have adopted stand- 
ard times differing by some integral 


number of hours from the local time | 


at the Greenwich meridian. 

Since 
west almost one-quarter of a com- 
plete circuit of the globe, and morn- 
ing at the Atlantic may be still mid- 
night at the Pacific, 
different standard times. Six o'clock 
a.m. in Halifax is five a.m, in Ottawa, 
four a.m. in Winnipeg, three a.m. in 
Calgary, two a.m. in Vancouver, and 
ane a.m. in Dawson, while any locality 
is using daylight saving time it ts 
simply adopting the standard time of 
the zone to the east of it. 

With the exception of Quebec, On- 
tario, and the Northwest Territories, 
each province has adpoted a single 
standard time. Atlantic standard 
time, which is the local time at the 
60th meridian (running near Sydney, 
Cape Breton), is four hours less than 
Greenwich and is used throughout 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, 
New Brunswick, and those parts of 
Quebec and the Northwest Territories 
east of the 68th meridian. Eastern 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 75th meridian (running near 
Cornwall, Ontario), is five hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in Que- 
bec west of the 68th meridian, in On- 
tario east of the 90th meridian, and 
in the Northwest Territories between 
the 68th and 85th meridians. Central 
standard time, which is the local time 
at the 90th meridian, {fs six hours less 
than Greenwich and is used in On- 
tario west of the 90th meridian, in 
Manitoba, in the Northwest Territor- 
{es between the 85th and 102nd mert- 
dians, and in the southeasterly part 
of Saskatchewan. Mountain standard 
time, which is the local time at the 
105th meridian (running near Regina, 
Saskatchewan), is seven hours less 
than Greenwich and is used through- 
out Saskatchewan, excepting the 
southeasterly part, throughout Alber- 
ta, and in that part of the Territories 
between the 102nd and the 120th 
meridians. Pacific standard time, 
which is the local time at the 120th 
meridian (running near Kamloops, 
British Columbia), is eight hours less 
than Greenwich and is used through- 
out British Columbia and in that part 
of the Northwest Territories lying 
west of the 120th meridian. Yukon 
standard time, which {s the time at 
the 135th meridian (running near 
Whitehorse, Yukon Territory), is nine 
hours less than Greenwich and is used 
throughout Yukon Territory.

During the past year, the loss from 
film fires in Canadian theatres has 
been less than $4,000, and constitutes 
a record for any country in the world, 
| Mr, Smith stated. The 820 motion 
picture theatres in the Dominion, the 
|report shows, handle 546,000 miles 
of highly inflammable film annually. 

The excellent showing is attributed 
to the efficient inspection by provin- 
cial authorities; carefulness of licens- 
ed operators, and to Col. John A, 
Cooper, president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors Association, who is an 
enthusiastic advocate of theatre safe- 
ty requirements.

| When Books Were -Bricks 
| Writing Done On Clay In Old Baby- 
| lonian Days 

| Nearly every city, town and village 
in Canada has its public library, 
which gives great joy to many peo- 
ple, but it is strange to note that in 
the dayS before paper was made, 
there were public libraries in every 
town in Babylonia. In one there were 

52,000 volumes arranged on shelves 
but each book was a”brick, for writ- 
ing then was done by indenting let- 
ters on clay and baking the clay in 
an oven. One authority tells us that 
it is likely that ancient Babylonia had 
more books than our country had a 
few generations ago. : 

In those days it was a great honor 
to be a librarian, and sometimes this 
honor was sought by the king’s son 
himself, who was proud to be in 
charge of these precious brick stories 
and histories, 

On one brick discovered in our time 
is the beginning of a story about a 

«Small waif who was rescued by the 
king from “dogs and ravens,” and 
was handed to a priest. 
branded his feet with his seal, and the 
waif was then given to a nurse, the 
king promising to provide food and 
clothing for him Yor three years.

| story ends abruptly, for the brick was 
broken! 

Children went to school then as now,

strange wedgeshaped letters.

Every Farmer Should 
Have Account Book 


To Keep Record Of Yearly Receipts 
and Expenses 

Farming is a business, and if it 
doesn’t pay the farmer wants to 
know why it doesn’t pay. Some 
record of receipts and expenses to- 
gether with an inventory (a list with 
values of livestock, feed, implements, 
etc., on hand), taken at the beginning 
and end of the farmer’s year, must 
bé kept if he is to find out why or 
where it doesn’t pay. A record of each 
department of the farm business 
should be kept. This is the only way 
to find out how much is being made 
from each or which departments are 


not paying. To assist the farmer in 
this matter the Dominion experiment- 
al farms have issued a very simple 
and useful little account book. This 
little book, while simple, is a great 
step in advance of keeping no ac- 
counts whatever. It may be procured

Victoria Observatory Reports 


Discovery Of New Star Many 
Times Larger Than The Sun 


Empire Ship Service 


Need For Contact Between Canada 
and Other Parts Of Empire 

In view of the possibilities of trade 
development which may arise -in the 
near future, the importance. of direct 
steamship services between Canada 
and various parts of the British Em- 
pire cannot be minimized, said the re- 
port of the transportation committee 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation presented at the annual gen- 
eral meeting at Ottawa. “The As- 
sociation has already expressed itself 
on several occasions in favor of the 
granting of subsidies for encourage- 
ment of direct steamship services 
where necessary,” the committee sald. 

It was noted; however, that the 
amount of aid to steamship compan- 
fes operating in several trade routes 
between Canada and various countries 
has been curtailed during the last few 
years and further curtailment was in 
prospect for the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1933.

Eggs Galore 


Eggs Laid In Canada In 1981 If 
Placed End To End Would Circle 
the Globe Twice 

If the eggs laid by the hens in Can- 
ada in 1981 were placed end to end 
they would go round the globe more 
than twice. Canadian hens last year 
paid no heed to talk of depression but 
carried on-more briskly than ever be- 
fore with their work and as a result 
laid 286,882,447 dozen eggs, or a total 
of 3,442,489,364. Worked out in mile- 
age these eggs laid end to end would 
extend for over 64,300 miles, Among 
the provinces Ontario leads in egg 
production with a total in 1981 of 
116,562,567 dozen. from 13,585,910 
egg-producing hens, Saskatchewan 
was second with 42,602,264 dozen 
from 5,282,420 hens and Alberta was 
third with 34,454,408 dozen from 4,- 
070,400 hens. The total value of the 
eggs produced last year was $49,206,- 
845, or an average price of 17 cents 
per dozen, compared with 27 cents per 
|dozen in 1930. While the price was 
lower in 1931 than {it has been for 
several years, the hens tried to make 
up for this by running their ayerage 
up to 112 compared with an average 
of 95 in 1920 and an average of 78 
in 1921. 


New Serum Valuable 
If Proved Successful 


Being Tested For Prevention and 

Treatment Of Whooping Cough 

The discovery of a serum which is 
expected to help materially in the 
prevention and treatment of whoop- 
ing cough In infants was described to 
the Ontario Health Officers’ Associa- 
tion at their convention in Toronto 
by Dr. D. T. Fraser of the Connaught 
Laboratories and the School of Hy- 
giene of the University of Toronto. 

Although Dr, Fraser stressed that 
“the serum may or may not prove 
valuable,” it has been found success- 
ful at the Hospital for Sick Children 
and in hospitals in Manitoba. It has 
been used by the medical profession 
for the past six months Dr, Fraser 
said, “and is being tried out in about 
150 cases.” 

Physicians said that statistics show 
that as many deaths occur from 
whooping cough as from diphtheria, 
and twice as many in England. The 
disease is considered fatal to infants 
under a year old,

We need not fear any crowding in 
the realms of space, because if all the 
stars could be counted the reckoning 
put over against the spatial area 
would be as if we thought of about a 
dozen fish being the habitants of the 
Atlantic Ocean. One modern expert 
tells us that the stellar census would 
resemble about seven summer midges 
having the whole atmosphere of Eu- 
rope for their bailiwick. But this is 
only the beginning of miracles. An- 
nouncement is made from the astro- 
physical observatory at Victoria, B.C.,, 
that a faint star situated in the con- 
stellation of Cassiopia has recently 
been glimpsed, which is made up of 
two lobes like a cuff-link or “two 
suns,” these being 150,000,000 miles 
from each other, and from our earth 
@ distinct of 3,100 light years, which 
means that if the flash, say, of a luci- 
fer match could travel to this new 
star from earth, going at the rate 
of 186,000 miles per second, it would 
take three thousand years and more 
for the signal to reach the double 
star, which has been named H.D. 698. 

Furthermore, if we reckon by 
weight and take our own sun ag the 
unit, then the two globule component 


| parts of this new star are, respective- 


ly, 184 and 50 times the weight of 
the sun, whose light visits our little 
earth every day. Put the numeral “2” 
and add twenty-seven ciphers and you 
have the computed weight of the sun. 
Now try to think of a new planet 
with a temperature of 25,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit and a luminosity 1,400 
times brighter than the sun, and if 
we take in this reckoning, some no- 
tion may be formed of this stellar 
“neighbor” just discovered and said 
to be 20,000,000,000,000,000 miles or 
more from the earth on which we live. 
Maybe we ought to feel thankful that 
this monster is no nearer and keeps 
@ respectful distance from our own 
mundane hut, Yet at that we are in- 
formed that the spectrum lines where- 
of it leaves the imprint indicate that 
It ia to be listed: amongst the cooler 
stars and, in point of fact, has the 
distinction of being the coolest star 
in which calcium lines have been de- 
tected. 

These calculations are relative, we 
are assured. We hope so. Confront- 
ed by them, all our ideas about the 
physical universe drop Uke flipping 
& peppercorn into the St. Lawrence. 
Chesterton somewhere says that when 
the author of the Book of Job wrote 
“Thou hast hanged the world upon 
nothing” he wrote in one sentence the 
whole appalling poetry of modern as- 
tromomy. And, perchance, this ts 
true. Long ago a museful shepherd 
exclaimed: “When I consider Thy 
heavens, the moon and the stars 
which Thou hast ordained, what is 
man that Thou art mindful of him?” 
Who amongst us has not some time 
asked the self-same question? The 
supreme marvel of it all is that the 
human fasect gazing upon immens- 
{ties unknown should be able to make 
such calculations and take in the vast 
arc of the spangled heavens by a 
glance of the eye, that is, by means 
of a lens about the size of an ordin- 
ary split pea. But we have much to 
learn. That {s abundantly evident.— 
Montreal Gazette.

Saskatchewan Coal 


Record Production Of Lignite Indi- 
cated For This Year 

Taking the figures for the first four 
months of 1932 as an indicator, there 
will be a record production of lignite 
coal in the Province of Saskatchewan 
this year. The output from January 1 
to April 30, 1932, was 329,209 tons 
compared with 228,060 tons for the 
corresponding period of 1931, an in- 
crease this year in the period under 
review of 101,149 tons. Last year the 
total production of lignite coal was 
658,902 tons, the highest on record 
for the province. 

The lignite coal-bearing areas of 
Saskatchewan lie principally in the 
southern part and are being mined 
in the vicinity of Estevan, which is 
about 125 miles southeast of Regina. 
This area contains possibly 4,000 
square miles within which coal may 
be found. It is estimated that there is 
a probable reserve of over 57,000,000,- 
000 tons of lignite in this area. The 
actual or definitely known reserve 
based on a calculation of actual thick. 
ness and extent over an area of more 
than 306 square miles is 2,412,000,000 
tons. :

(Just Cast In Sheet Instead Of Fine 
Threads 
| Although you may not know it, cel- 
lophane {s lingerie in another form. 
The glossy, transparent paper in 
which manufacturers are now wrap- 
ping their products, from shirts to 
cigarettes, is simply rayon, or artifi- 
cial silk, in flat, clear layers instead 
of thin colored threads. 

We are indebted to the "C-I-L 
Oval,” the magazine of Canadian In- 
dustries, Limited, for this rather sur- 
prising bit of information. Cellophane 
{s our old friend the spruce tree, for 
we read: 

“Basically, cellophane is the same 
as artificial silk, differing from it 
only in the form it takes when It 
reaches the casting stage, where 
cellophane is cast in a sheet while 
the silk .takes the shape of fine 
threads.” 

The use of cellophane has increased 
enormously in recent years. There

Gardening Notes 


So Many Flowers To Choose From 
To Suit the Individual Needs 


Even if our flower garden is small 
or shaded or contains poor soil, we 
| Should not be discouraged. After all, 
|there {s something that will fit in 
|}and do well and it is this adapting 
of our garden to meet our own indi- 
| vidual conditions that adds so much 
pleasure to the hobby. In permanently 
shaded quarters, that is where there 
|is shade from some building or fence 
the year round, tuberous rooted Be- 
|gonias, pansies and wild flowers will 
| do well. In fact, they prefer this 
jlocation to any other, In partial 
shade, Clarkia, Annual Larkspur, Lu- 
pine, Nicotine, Phlox and Verbena 
should be grown. On poor soil, Portu- 
Jaca is a favorite, as well as Alyssum, 
| Sweet-scented Stocks, Linum, Calen- 
dula, Calliopsis, Sunflowers, Schizan- 
j thus, Salpigtossis, Marigolds, Petu- 
|nias and many others. These will also 
;/more successfully resist dry weather 
'than most others. For cutting pur- 
poses, we have a very long list to 
choose from, but should include Gyp- 
sophila, ((Baby’s Breath), useful for 
making up bouquets, Salpiglossis, 
Sweet Peas, Zinnias, Cosmos, Asters, 
Marigolds and Scabiosa. If we prize 
fragrance, we should include Stocks, 
Nicotine, Mignonette, Alyssum, Sweet 
Sultan and Verbena. In the evenings, 
particularly, a few of these will fill 
the whole garden with a delghtful 
odour. There are several hardy an- 
nuals which can be picked with long 
stems just before the bloom opens 
and dried for winter bouquets. These 
include the Straw Flower, Statice, 
Acroclinium, Rhodanthe and many 
others. 

Dahlias and Gladiolus should not be 
planted until danger from frost ts 
about over. As they are planted 
fairly deep and it will be a week at 
least before the first shoots appear, 
they -will stand a little frost when 
first set out, but not after they really 
begin to grow. There is nothing to 
be gained anyway from too early 
planting as there is not much growth 
with these things before the first of 
June. The Gladiolus prefers rich, 
open soil and a location where there 
will be some partial shade in the mid- 
dle of the day. Most fiowers thrive 
best in this way because if exposed 
to the full sun during the whole day 
the blooms will scon fade, These 
bulbs, or more correctly speaking, 
corms, should not be planted in the 
same place year after year, but 
should be moved around to prevent 
disease. For decorative effect plant 
in clumps of one variety like Tulips, 
with eight inches apart but only four 
inches if grown in rows. Plant from 
two to three inches deep, the lighter 
the soil the deeper the planting. Culti- 
vate freely until flower buds begin 
to form and water if necessary. New 
corms will be formed during the 
growing season and these, together 
with the Dahlias tubers, should be 
lifted after the foliage dies down and 
stored away in a frost proof cellar. 
Dahlias will grow in heavier soil than 
{s best for Gladiolus, but if very 
clayey loosen up with ashes, leaves or 
coarse manure. Lay the tubers on 
their sides from three to six inches 
deep, depending on the kind of soll, 
and provide stakes for the taller 
growing varieties. Make sure that 
there is a sprout on each tuber. If 
you want tall plants, trim off side 
shoots and train main stem to stake. 
In any case, it is well to nip off a few 
of the flower buds which start open- 
ing in late July and continue unt! 
frost, so that blooms will be of larg- 
er size.

‘Queen Victoria’s Letters 


Published In London 


Name Of Former German Kaiser 
Occuples Prominent Place 


The final volume of Queen Victoria's 
letters, covering the last five years 
of her life, has been published in 
| London, England, disclosing that she 
once wrote “It wouldn't do” to give 
former Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany 
“a good snub.” 

The letters revealed that the last 
years of the octogenarian sovereign 
were marked among other things, by 
less caustic criticism of national and 
international events. 

The name of the former kaiser 
occupies a prominent place in the 
jletters, in which the late queen is 
|revealed as an advocate of forbear- 
| ance when his doings aroused hostil- 
ity. 

This was particularly noticeable at 
the time of the Boer War when the 
kaiser sent a telegram to President 
| Krueger of the Transvaal in South 
| Africa, which excited indignation on 
| the part of the British nation. Queen 
| Victoria shared in the indignation, 
but kept her restraint. 

“It wouldn’t do,” she wrote, ‘to 

give him a good snub. Sharp, cutting 
answers and remarks only irritate 
}and do harm, and in sovereigns and 
princes should most carefully ~ be 
| guarded against. 
“William’s faults come from im- 
| petuousness, as well as conceit, and 
|calmness and firmness are the most 
| powerful weapons in such cases.” 

The latest letters furnish evidence 
of a weariness and longing for rest, 
|but a sense of duty prevailed over
